Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a method of screening a human subject for a solid tumor 
comprising determining whether said tumor expresses p95 ErbB2 , measuring ErbB2 
extracellular domain (ECD), wherein the subject has been previously treated with a 
P 1 85 ErbB2 inhibitor and trastuzumab. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-26, drawn to a method of treating a subject with a solid tumor 
comprising treating said subject with a p95 ErbB2 inhibitor, wherein the subject has been 
previously treated with trastuzumab. 

Group III, claim(s) 27 and 28, drawn to a method of screening a subject comprising 
determining whether a tumor expresses an elevated level of p95 ErbB and treating the 
said subject with a p185 ErbB2 inhibitor. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature recited in claim 1 is a method comprising 
determining whether a tumor expresses p95 ErbB2 . U.S. Patent 6,541 ,214 (filed 
November 13, 1998), as well as Molina et al. (Clinical Cancer Research 8(2): 347-353, 
February 2002/ IDS reference 1 5 submitted February 1 , 2006) teach detection of 
p95 ErbB2 in breast cancer tissue, see patent, column 12, Example 6; and Molina, Table 1 
on page 349, respectively. Therefore, the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not 
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special. Accordingly, the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1.
